Graduate Faculty.

Porhaps the most attraccve feature of
thoe plan outlined, although it is one that
hns as yvet been given ittie attention, and
woull perhaps not ba one of the first
developments, I1s the probabllity that out
of the universlty scheme would eventually
grow up In time a graduate faculty in
the University of Rlchmond, That Is to
gny, the central university plant will
have in time an able BRI of Instructors
tevoting themselves exclusively to grad-
uate work. Such an outcoma ls an al-
most lnevitable result of the plan pro-
posed from {tr very nature, so that when
men have taken thelr A, B. degrea at
Ttiehmond  College, or Hamnpden-S8idney,
or Randolph-Macon, or at the techno-
logienl school, theéy can continue there-
after thelr graduate courses In tha Unl-
versity of Ttichmond adjacent, If this iz
socomplished, it will be the first Inatl-
tution in the South having n faculty
doing exclusively graduate work., This
outllne glves tho ldea of the German
Tniversity, superimposed upon an aggre-
gation of colleges after the Oxford plan.
Thik feature I18. to many the most strik-
ing aspect of tho proposed Institution, and
lends tselr to slmply Indefinite possibill-
tles of development and expanalon.

The advantages of A comparatively
sampnll Institution in the Intmate ac-
Aualntance of students  with pro-
fessore, the communlity 1ifa pnd the
denominational environment, all of
which are lost in the great Institutions
of the Noril, will be fully retained un-
der the outiine of a city of collages
under the title of "Universit yvof Rlch-
mond,” while the colleges will reccive

With regard to the memorial of Hamp-
Ben-Hidney and Randolph-Macon from
thelr present locations, It is known that
both of these InsUtutlons are away from
centrea of influenes, ang whila doing a
good work In thelr respective denomina-
tions, are hadged with limltations,

Ona of the lending edueational exparis
in Ameriea has recently mada this state-
ment: ‘“Tha moral Influences and re-
atraints aurrounding the averaga colloge
student In o elty of from frifty ¥ one
hundrod thousand peoplo are superiop to
the influenco in the small country col-
lege. In which the students dominate the
town ar communlty.'

The satrong trend of the thmea 18 ta
lncate colleges in cities. A leading au-
thority on education lays down thls law
o8 fundamental: “The attractive power
of colleges, both In the artlcle of stu-
dents and of financial support, varl
inevitably a8 the square of the distance.”’
That s to say, n college [e largaly de-
pendent on the population within a radius
of fifty miles, There are mora people
withln a radiug of one hundred miles
from the Clty Hall, Richmond, than are
rmbodlea within a radius dmwn from
any other point In the State of Virginia.
Henes both population, wealth and such
pducationn! facilitles a8 newspapers, the
Virginia Stute Library, ete., render Rich-
mond the most elfgible sita for the radio-
tion of Influences and ldeals In Virginta,

Thea technologleal featurns of the onter-
prige Is attractlve to many who are think-
ing and talklng of the propofed univer-
slty. Theore I8 In Rlchmond the Ma-
chanies' Institute, dolng a moat excel-
lent work with o limited equipment and
endowment, and midntaining a large night
eohool for classes In the various branches
of technical sclence.

In the unlverslty scheme, (nstead of
each classical enllegy malntaining, as i=
now the case, a amall and poorly equippe.d
Inboratory for the faw students who de-
sira technological clnsses, these denomi-
nitional schools' eanld confine themselves
gtrictly to a llterary and classieal form
of educatlon, as contemplated by thelr
founders and supporters, and the ocen-
sinnal student who desirea technleal cluss-
es, In agddition to his classleal work, might
be sent across tha way to tho great
technologieal Institution, which will un-'
dmibtedly be the outgrowth of the pres-
ent Mechanlcs' Institute, On accouni of
it5 Hight ‘clndses of working boys, this
institution will desire to be on tha slde
of the universlty nearest to the leart of
the elty. There I8 every nssurance, how-
ever, thot wherever the proposed unlyer-
ity 1s loeated, nbundant street car fa-
cllitles will be promptiy provided., It was
also heing freely sald In the eity last
night that in view' of tha genernl Inter-
est In technologleal education, and tho
clty’s close connectlon with and support
of the Mechanles' Instltute, would pos-
slbly. be's willing to provide, as its part
In: the great‘univeraity scheme, the funds
for- thedestabllshiment of the technologieal
Inatitution.! 'Tn n similar way the med-
Ieal colleges, after consolidating, may nsk
for Btate nld in establishing themselves
I new and adequate quarters.

Session of Board.

A fAuorum of the board was present at
the appolntad hour. Presldent Gordon
presided, and In calling the meoting to
arder took ocenslon 1o rafer ol re-
cent eleotlon to the preskilency of tha
chambeér.  Ha sald ho had not sought
théfoMes, and am o matter of fact on-
I(!v-rn'\'}rml to prevent his own electlon.
(He promised to give his best attentlon
to the dutlag that are to devolve
upon the presfdent, and psked the speo-
inl asslstance of tha bLoard of directors,

The speclal bukiness of the meeting
wns explained to be ta conslder the pro-
poaltion ta erect A Tghmond reception
and headquarters’ building ot the Jamoes-
town Exposition.

Mr., Hunsdon Cary, whp recently via-
ited the exposltion grounde with Ercre-
tary Dunlop to Inok intp thls matter,
addreased  the board briefly. He ex-
plained that he might ha oyerly enthu-
siiatle, but he had been mingling with
tha exposition people, and thot wis suffi-
clent to explaln his enthusfasm.

the hest of them.
